iSr. iiorrov stated that approximately six or seven days prior to the 
assassination of the President of the Ohited States John Fitzgerald Kennedy 
SUEJSCT came to the parking lot asking for a job. I*. Konrow ststed that 
while talking to hira about tha Job, SDEJECT asked him how high the parking 
lot building was and if it afforded a good vic^ of Dallas. Mr. Morrow stated 
that at the tine SU£JSCT was applying for esployment he was dressed in a 
dirty white T shirt and blue Jeans, and was carrying a ne><spaper, and that 
it was during the early morning hours. I^. borrow stated that the last time 
he saw SUBJECT he was waiting to talk with Vx» Claude Hallmark another one 
of the managers. 1*. Korrow states that the reason be reraor.bers SUDJ3CT so 
well is that he wote SUBJECT'S name dovn, and that he thought the name was 
Osbum, but that when he called SOEJECT !'jr. Osbum, SUBJECT corrected him 
and told him that tha name was Oswald. Mr. Korrow related that two of the 

employees arej Emmett Kontgomery, C/M and Charlie Dabbs, C/M. Esciett 
Hontgomoiy is still employed at the parking lot, but Charlie Dabbs is no 
longer there. Mr. Morrow did not know the residence addresses of these 
two eaoloyaes and the parsonel files ware not available at the time of this 
interview.
